The  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  A.  Bagshaw,  read  the  Financial  Report. 

Mr.  I.  Whitsed  read  the  Report  of  the  Management  Committee. 

Dr.  J.  N.  Collins  read  the  Report  and  presented  the  Tables  of  the  Medical 
Board. 

Resolved — 

1.  — That  the  Reports  of  the  Management  Committee,  of  the  Treasurer 
and  of  the  Medical  Board,  be  adopted  and  be  printed  and  circulated  with  the 
Annual  Report  ;  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Meeting  be  given  to  those  gentle¬ 
men  who  formed  the  Management  Committee  for  the  past  year  and  to  Mr.  I. 
Whitsed  for  his  Report. 

2.  — That  the  thanks  of  the  Meeting  be  given  to  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff  of  the  Institution  for  their  services  during  the  past  year  and  that— in 
accordance  with  Law  36,  which  directs  that  “  The  interest  accruing  from  the 
Medical  Officers’  Fund  shall  from  time  to  time  be  disposed  of  by  vote  at  a 
Meeting  of  the  Governors  in  voluntary  presents  to  the  Honorary  Acting  Staff 
of  the  Charity  ” — the  interest  for  the  year  1926  amounting  to  £50  9s.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGEMENT 

COMMITTEE 


For  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1926. 


Mr.  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration,  the  Report  of  the 
Management  Committee  for  the  year  1926,  and,  I  think  you  will  agree,  it 
shows  that  we  have  had  quite  a  satisfactory  year. 

Although,  as  you  will  observe  from  the  Financial  Statement,  the  Income 
was  not  quite  so  large  as  in  the  previous  year,  being  somewhere  about  ^500 
less,  which,  however,  is  partly  offset  by  the  Expenditure  being  7T70  down, 
the  result  on  the  year’s  working  was  that  a  Balance  of  £A2  remained  in  hand. 

IN  PATIENTS. 

The  demand  on  the  beds  has  been  greater  than  ever,  in  fact  the  highest 
on  record.  Owing  to  the  building,  and  the  opening  of  new  works  and  factories 
in  the  Town  and  District,  and  the  increased  number  of  motor  accidents,  the 
casualties  have  increased,  these  are  frequently  of  a  very  severe  character  and 
often  mean  a  long  stay  in  the  Hospital. 

The  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was  65.54  as  compared  with  58.78  in 
1925.  The  average  stay  of  each  patient  in  the  Hospital  was  27.31  days  (25 
days  in  1925).  Each  of  the  75  beds  has  been  occupied  by  11.68  patients  as 
compared  with  12.4  last  yearf-*'**^""" 

As  far  as  it  has  been  possible  to  allocate  the  expenditure  to  the  different 
departments,  the  average  cost  of  each  In-patient  works  out  at  £ 5  11s.  5d.  as 
against  £5  17s.  Od.  the  previous  year. 

OUT  PATIENTS. 

The  total  number  of  Out-patients  and  Casualties  treated  was  2752,  an 
increase  of  177.  The  average  cost  of  each  being  11/-  as  compared  with  12/6d. 
in  1925.  The  decrease  in  accounted  for  chiefly  by  the  fact  that  overhead 
charges  remain  practically  the  same  as  when  a  smaller  number  of  Patients 
are  treated. 

LEGACIES. 

Two  small  legacies  have  been  received  during  the  year  under  review  and

These  amounts  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  pending  investment. 

INCOME. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Committee  have  to  report  a  decrease  in  the 
year’s  Income.  This,  we  think,  is  chiefly  due  to  th§  restricted  spending 
power  of  practicalh^everyone  through  such  troubles  as  the  coal  strike,  etc. 
This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  amounts  received  from  Friendly  Societies 
and  other  Organisations,  Congregational  Collections,  Entertainments,  Dona¬ 
tions,  and  Donations  from  Grateful  Patients  are  all  less  this  past  year.  On 
the  other  hand,  you  will  be  pleased  to  note,  that  the  Annual  Subscriptions 
have  increased  by  ^168. 
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Subscriptions  from  Friendly  Societies  and  Other  Organisations. 

The  Committee  wish  to  record  their  gratitude  for  the  valuable  financial 
help  which  has  been  given  by  the  following  and  to  express  their  keen  apprecia¬

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  deaths  of  two  of  our 
Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  Alderman  T.  C.  Lamplugh  who  has  taken  a  keen  and 
active  interest  in  this  Infirmary  for  many  years,  and  was  Chairman  of  the 
Visiting  and  Finance  Committee  up  to  the  date  of  his  death — also  of  Colonel 
j.  A.  Dane  who  has  been  actively  associated  with  this  Institution  for  some 
years. 

SECRETARY. 

During  the  past  year  a  public  subscription  was  opened  in  order  to  give 
some  gratfeul  recognition  to  our  esteemed  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  C.  Taylor  of  his 
long  and  faithful  service  to  this  Hospital,  and  in  appreciation  of  the  great 
sacrifice  that  he  has  made  in  connection  with  his  pioneer  work  as  an  X-Ray 
operator.  As  a  result,  a  silver  salver  suitably  inscribed  was  presented  to 
Mr.  Taylor  in  August  last  by  our  President  Mr.  Fitzwilliam,  accompanied 
by  a  cheque  for  ^700. 

THE  COMMITTEE. 

Owing  to  his  leaving  the  Town  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  Lincoln, 
Mr.  F.  Norval  has  resigned  his  membership  of  the  Management  Committee. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Committee  in  January  1921,  and  during  the  past  six 
years  has  renedered  valuable  service  thereon.  The  Committee  wish  to  express 
their  appreciation  of  his  services. 

INFIRMARY  LADIES’  ASSOCIATION. 

The  beneficent  work  of  this  Association  continues,  and  during  the  past 
year  the  approximate  value  of  linen  contributed  by  members  and  presented 
to  the  Infirmary  was  18s.  lid.  and  the  Committee  spent  /102  7s.  Od.  on 
extra  Blankets,  linen,  re-making  of  mattresses  and  other  requisites  for  the 
Wards  and  Patients. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  its  appreciative  thanks  for  this  great 
help  given  to  the  Institution,  and  it  is  much  indebted  to  the  President)  the 
Hon.  Mrs.  Pelham)  and  to  the  Secretary  (Miss  Kirkwood)  for  maintaining  so 
admirably  this  important  work. 

NEW  HOSPITAL. 

The  building  of  the  New  War  Memorial  Hospital  is  making  rapid  progress 
towards  completion  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  ready  to  receive  Patients 
nby  the  ed  of  the  present  year — so  probably  this  may  be  the  last  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Old  Infirmary.

Report  of  Medical  Board  for  1926. 


Mr.  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  their  report  the  Medical  Board  desire  in  the  first  instance  to 
exrpess  their  high  appreciation  of  the  services  of  all  those  members  of  your 
staff  that  work  under  their  direction,  and  to  recognise  the  willingness  and  zeal 
with  which  the,  at  times,  arduous,  requirements  of  the  various  emergencies 
were  discharged. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was  3311. 

The  In-Patients  numbered  876  Past  year  852)  of  which  177  were  Medical 
(last  year  212)  and  699  Surgical  (last  year  .640.) 

The  deaths  on  the  Medical  side  were  17  (8.7  per  cent.)  last  year  23  ;  on 
«the  Surgical  side  62  (8.3  per  cent.)  last  year  55. 

The  Major  Operations  were  556  (about  20  per  cent,  being  for  appendicitis) 
last  year  530. 

The  Minor  Operations  were  233. 

The  Medical  Out-Patients  were  437  (last  year  529). 

Surgical  608  (last  year  954) . 

Minor  Casualties  1390  (last  year  1092). 

The  usual  detailed  tabular  statement  will  be  published  in  the  Annual 
Report. 

The  pressure  on  the  accommodation  has  been  great  and  many  patients 
have  been  put  to  serious  inconvenience  by  the  long  delay  in  their  admission, 
though  no  instance  of  injury  to  health  has  resulted  therefrom  ;  when  the 
cause  of  such  delay  was  explained  it  was  always  acknowledged  as  inevitable 
and  acquiesced  in  willingly.

Law  3. — Every  person  contributing  one  guinea  or  more,  and  every  Minister 
of  Religion  collecting  two  guineas  or  more,  shall  be  a  Governor 
during  the  ensuing  year.  Every  person  making  a  donation  of 
twenty  guineas  or  more,  or  its  equivalent  in  money’s  worth, 
shall  be  a  Governor  for  life. 

Law  4. — Public  Bodies,  such  as  Companies,  Works,  Firms  or  Societies  who 
make  an  Annual  collective  contribution  of  not  less  than  tv/o 
guineas,  whether  paid  directly  or  through  some  authorized 
channel  to  the  General  Funds  of  the  Institution,  shall  be 
entitled  to  nominate  in  writing  representatives  as  follows  : — 
One  for  the  first  two  guineas  ;  one  for  each  further  sum  of 
fifty  guineas.  Such  representatives  shall  be  registered  by  the 
Secretary  each  year,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  Governors  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Law  26. — Governors  have  the  privilege  of  recommending  patients  for  treatment 
by  signing  the  Letters  of  Recommendation  allotted  to  them. 
Every  Life  Governor  shall  have  Two  Letters  allotted  to  him 
annually  in  respect  of  each  twenty  guineas  of  his  donation. 
Every  Governor,  as  defined  in  Laws  3  and  4,  shall  be  allotted 
Two  Letters  in  respect  of  each  guinea  subscribed. 

Law  27. —  No  Person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  patient  without  a  Letter  of 
Recommendation  except  in  case  of  accident  or  sudden  seizure, 
in  which  case  a  Letter  must  be  obtained  as  soon  as  possible. 
Every  letter  shall  be  endorsed  with  an  undertaking  to  be 
signed  by  the  patient,  or  by  relatives,  or  other  persons  in 
charge  of  the  patient  agreeing  to  pay  any  charge  to  be  made 
under  Law  1.  The  Honorary  Acting  Staff,  or  the  House 
Surgeon  in  their  absence  shall  decide  which  patients  shall  be 
admitted  as  In-Patients.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
Rule  1,  persons  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officers, 
are  unlikely  to  receive  substantial  benefit,  shall  not  be  admitt¬ 
ed  or  retained  as  patients. 

Law  29. —  Complaints  of  neglected  or  harsh  treatment  must  be  made  to  a 
Governor  in  writing,  and  such  Governor  is  requested  to  bring 
the  subject  before  the  Visiting  and  Finance  Committee  for 
investigation. 

Law  32. — The  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due  and  payable  to  the  Collector 
on  the  1st  day  of  Janaury  in  every  year. 

Subscriptions  for  the  year  are  now  due,  and  may  be  paid  to  Mr.  A.  C. 
TAYLOR,  the  Secretary,  at  the  Hospital ;  or  to  Messrs.  Barclay  and  Company’s 
Bank. 
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
